Half the war veterans of Illinois 
have never had their discharge pa 
pers recorded by their county re- 
corder, the Illinois Veterans Com- 
mission said today. 

A spot-check throughout the state 
in offices of recorders revealed that 
on estimated 750,000 veterans of all 
wars have neglected to place their 
service records in the permanent 
and official files of their county. 

In times of emergency a veteran 
or his dependents might face serious' 
and oftentimes costly delays by not| 
being able to secure a certified ,copyj 
of a war record. 

Certified or photostatic copies of| 
separation papers are required in 
applying for all of the thousands of 
benefits provided by the state and 
federal government. 

Original discharge papers should 
be placed in a safe place, prefer- 
ably a fire-proof lockbox or bank 
safety deposit vault. 

Service officers of the IVC will 
furnish assistance or information in 
connection with the recording of 
papers. State law provides that 
county recorders make a record of 
discharge papers without charge.

Antioch Office To 
Remain As Always 

Good news for patrons of the An- 
tioch postoffice was forthcoming this 
week when Roy I. Kufalk, postmas- 
ter, announced that the nationwide 
cuts in moil service and shorter 
hours at most postoffices would not 
affect service here. Kufalk said that 
the office was already operating in 
a manner which conforms with the 
new orders, and that service would 
remain as now in .effect. 

The Wednesday afternoon closing 
of the local office, inaugurated some 
weeks ago, shortened the office 
hours sufficiently, Kufalk said, to 
moke further cuts in service unnec- 
essary, and since there is no de- 
livery service, other than the rural 
carrier service, no change could be 
made there. 

Kufalk said also that the storm 
of abuse which has been directed at 
the postmaster general, should have 
been directed to the Committee on 
Appropriations of*the House of Re- 
presentatives instead, since the com- 
mittee handed down the orders to 
the postoffice department, seeking 
to cut the annual deficit in the post- 
office department. The course fol- 
lowed by the postmaster general 
was the only logical one, since the 
committee had made the recom- 
mendations. 



Noel E. White, Grant Supervisor, 
and well-known here for Legion 
activity, was defeated in the closest 
race in years for the chairmanship 
of the Lake County Board of Super- 
visors, when he received 17 votes, 
while his opponent, Joseph E. 
Welch, garnered 18.

Tuesday, May 23, will bo the day 
when voters of the Antioch Town- 
ship high school district will be 
asked to go to the polls and author- 
ize the school board to issue bonds, 
in an amount as yet not determined, 
with which to build additional fa- 
cilities at the school. 

The board met Wednesday eve- 
ning and made a decision as to the 
general plan to be followed. A good 
many different plans were under 
consideration, but the one finally 
decided upon by the board was ono 
of the cheaper plans. 

The project addition to the build- 
ing will house about six classrooms, 
a new shop for manual training, an 
auditorium seating 700, and an en- 
larged gymnasium, and a library. 
The old gym, which doubles for an 
auditorium will be closed up on 
the north and south walls and be 
used as a girls' gym, and the rooms 
to the south, now used as class- 
rooms will provide space for ade- 
quate locker rooms for the girls. 

The present gymnasium will be 
enlarged to the north to provide 
more space, and locker rooms and 
showers will be placed at the south 
end of the gym. 

The plan also calls for a new ad- 
dition to the east of the present 
gym for the new shop rooms. Some 
enlargement of the present agricul- 
tural department rooms is also con- 
templated. 

Some work on present facilities 
to convert them to other uses is 
also part of the plan, mainly en- 
largement of the cafeteria, which 
is inadequate at present, into the 
space now occupied by the library, 
and use of the present study hall, 
which seats less than half the stu- 
dent body, in to a music room with 
individual practice rooms. 

Since the plan was adopted last 
night no figures as to the cost are 
as yet available, T. R. Birkhead said 
today that an accurate estimate of 
the cost will be available Monday. 

Necessity for the improvement Is 
clear when figures on expected en- 
rollment in years to come is stu- 
died. Children now in grade schools 
of the district will swell the total 
enrollment to 494 students in 1957, 
and to 760 in 19G3. These figures do 
not take into consideration the 
growth of the population figures 
through people moving into the dis- 
trict, since no figures on the ex- 
pected growth of the region are 
available. Enrollment will, no 
doubt, be much larger than these 
figures through the normal growth 
of the district. 

These figures together with the 
fact that the school building is in- 
adequate with the present enroll- 
ment of less than 300, has been the 
moving factor in the decision of the 
board to enlarge the school build- 
ing.

Small "Foe" 

The National Retail Dry Goods Association has 
summarized operating data covering -31 department 
and specialty stores with aggregate sales of about 
$2,500,000,000, for the fiscal year which ended last 
January 31. 

One interesting phase of the report is that pro- 
fits from merchandising operations declined in prac- 
tically all cases, as compared with the preceding year, 
and were very moderate. In the case of specialty stores | 
with annual sales of $1,000,000 or more, profits: 
amounted to only 2.7 per cent of net sales. The pro- 
fits of department stores in the same classification 
were about the same — 2.9 per cent of sales. Smaller 
stores showed a similar experience. 

If any consumers are still grumbling at retailers, 
on the grounds that their prices include high profits. I 
these figures should come as a revelation. Of each 
dollar spent in a typical retail store, only a few cents 
remain on hand as profit after the bills are paid. All 
the rest goes to buy merchandise, to pay for rents and 
leases and utilities, to hire workers, and for the other 
functions which are necessary to the store's operation. 

The N'RDGA's summary observes, "A number 
of years ago some degree of delation was recognized 
as both necessary and healthy to the economy a whole. 
The present period of genera! price decline provides 
stores with a valuable opportunity to effect improve- 
ments in their merchandising and operating activi- 
ties." Retailing's servces to the public always get 
better — and the consumer pays a remarkably sttull

The first class was to be a panel 
of six noted authorities discussing 
"recent advances In the control of 
dental decay." 

Appearing on -the panel will be 
leading proponents of various ap- 
proaches to the problem, such as 
the dietary and chemical and the 
use of flourinc, ammonia. 

A university spokesman pointed 
out that such a program repre- 
sented a valuable opportunity for 
the practicing dentist to keep 
abreast of the latest developments 
in his field without leaving his prac- 
tice and returning to school. 

The program will be fed to 39 
states and the District of Columbia 
by the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph company, and dentists will 
meet In hotels or dental society of- 
fices to hear the discussion.

New Hormones Discovered 
To Shrink Some Cancers 

NEW YORK. — The American 
;ancer society has reported the 
discovery of two new hormones 
that can shrink certain types of 
;ancer. 

How long the shrinkage may last 
was unknown, but these hormones 
appear to have opened a new field 
Df medicine. 

The hormones are the same sen- 
sational remedies that earlier were 
discovered to give dramatic relief 
to arthritis, gout and rheumatic 
fever. They are cortisone and acth, 
the first a product of the adrenal 
glands. of the back, the second the 
governor of those glands. 

The society said the cancer re- 
port was made by Doctors O. H. 
Pearson, L. P. Ellel, Rulon W. 
Rawson, Konrad Dobriner and C. 
P. Rhoads of the Sloan-Ketterlng 
institute and department of medi- 
cine of memorial cancer center, 
New York. 

They said the cancers were not 
cured and it remains to be seen 
whether complete cures can be ob- 
tained. Eight persons were given 
the hormone. One with breast can- 
cer and the other with cancer of 
the prostate showed no visible Im- 
provement. 

The other six had lymphoid tu- 
mors, which means cancers affect- 
ing the lymph glands in various 
ways. The report said there was 
dramatic and progressive decrease 
in size of all six. The decreases 
were in enlarged lymph nodes and 
spleens. 

Four of these had one of the 
common forms of leukemia, known 
as chronic lymphatic leukemia or 
blood cancer. One had Hodgkins' 
disease and the sixth a growth 
known as lymphosarcoma. 

None of the six were in dying 
condition. In two the cancers re- 
mained shrunken for 10 weeks. In 
the others the cancers started en- 
larging again, but showed signs 
of shrinking with a second course 
of hormones. This two-time good 
effect is unusual in cancer.

PHILADELPHIA. - The yen to 
MM'*'-- .prospect for burled pirate treosuro 
S/ili definitely on the up-trend, ac- 
cording to evidence available here- 
••bouts. Men with mine detectors 
roam New Jersey nnd the shores 
of Delaware bay bear signs of the 
correctness of the conclusion. 

So far, as anyone knows, no one 
has come up with any buried coins 
or Ingots or Jewels, but digging la 
'going on apace. The only portent 
of anything burled has been nn old 
Iron .pot or some other unmarket- 
able find. However, that hasn't 
dimmed the lure of pirate gold and 
'the 1 scafchers continue on undls- 
couraged. 

Dr. Henry C. Beck, on expert on 
pirate lore, is of the opinion that 
the men who are lugging the me- 
chanical detectors around have 
-about as much chance of locating 
treasure as the plain pick-and- 
; «hovelera of 250 years ago. In fact, 
;Dr. Beck Is rather cynical on the i 
;eubject, for he adds that the chance ' 
he mentioned is practically no 
chance at all. There Is, he said, 
no record that anyone anywhere 
has ever recovered any pirate gold. 

Cites Boy's Example 

He advises the hunters to follow 
the example of Joseph Dowllng 
Jr., 11, and wander the Jersey 
coast with the idea Joseph had — 
"Just looking for things." 

Joseph in the Philadelphia boy 
who brought home what amounted 
to a peanut bag full of 18th century 
coins (gold content uncertain) and 
a pile of buckles and cuffs. 

"But as for the buried treasures 
of Captain KIdd, Lafittc, Teach or 
any other bucaneers whom fact or 
romance brought to these shores," 
Dr. Beck advises, one might as 
well forget it. 

The reason Is simple. KIdd. La- 
fitte, Teach and the less notorious 
pirates thought too much of them- 
selves to bury their wealth. 

"By far the greatest number of 
them did not die on the gibbet," he 
said. "They vamoosed from the 
business after they'd made their 
pile and went to various other parts 
of the world, where they lived out 
their lives in case." 

Nevertheless, reports of buried 
treasure persist. One reason, Dr. 
Beck thinks, Is that even as now 
the world of buccaneer days had 
Its practical jokers. 

Pranksters Busy 

"They'd drop maps with the fa- 
miliar skull nnd crossbones in 
places where they would be found," 
he said, "and then sit back to en- 
joy the uproar." 

One such hoax led to the first 
large scale treasure hunt Dr. Beck 
hos been able to trace. It occurred 
at Cape May, N. Y., in 1701. When 
the hunters learned they had been 
fooled, they saw to it that the prank- 
sters were jailed. 

If any pirate gold Is to be found 
hereabouts, Absecon island would 
be a likely spot, Beck concedes. 
Unfortunately, the Island Is now oc- 
cupied by Atlantic City and the best 
beach front sites for digging are 
under ton upon ton of resort hotels. 

The Absecon Islanders of the 
early 18th century were themselves 
practicing— if land based— piratC3. 
Pirating was their Industry. Their 
only equipment was a donkey and 
• lantern. On stormy nights ships 
beating their way along the coast 
would be misled by a lantern tied to 
a donkey's tall. The donkey would 
be prodded along the beach in the 
direction of Brlgantine shoals and 
the ship's master, having no other 
bearing, would be lured by the 
light on the shoals.

NEW YORK— A shotgun hunt to 
find and halt diseases the average 
person Is unaware he has seems 
like the next major stop in health 
preservation. 

The shotgun hunt will bo a quick 
Ecries of tests at one time to check 
for tuberculosis, diabetes, anemia, 
some kinds of cancer, nnd heart 
diseases. It will take from 15 to 
30 minutes. 

At present such hunts are made 
separately, like firing single bul- 
lets. These hunts find thousands of 
people who have the disease which 
is being sought. These are sent to 
their physicians for early treatment 
that they may save lives. 

Tying the tests together, in a shot- 
gun approach, was described to the 
American Public Health association 
by Dr. Lester Breslow, chief of the 
chronic disease service, California 
etate department of public health.

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Fire College 
Lists Students 
Of Many Lands 

NEW YORK.— There Is no cnm- 
pus, no athletic teams, no college 
songs, but the fire college here has 
attracted students from all over 
the world. 

The college was set up in 1912 
by the New York city fire depart- 
ment. There are seven schools in 
the college of rookies, experienced 
firemen and officers. 

There arc thousands of fire buffs 
who would gladly pass up a three- 
alarm fire to attend one of the 
schools. But this courtesy, which 
may be extended to outsiders only 
by the fire commissioners, usually 
is extended only to fire chiefs of 
other countries and cities. 

These fire chiefs, who come from 
every state in the nation, as well 
as England, Belgium, Brazil. Fin- 
land and the British West Indies, 
are put through officer's school. 
They go to class once a week for 
14 weeks. At the same time they 
are assigned to a busy firehouse 
and roll with the company to get 
practical experience. 

Recalls. Norwegian 

Deputy Chief Edward Conway, of 
staff and operations, who is in 
charge of the college, recalls a vis- 
iting chief from Norway: 

"He was a big, fine looking chap. 
He wanted to cram everything he 
could in his short stay. So he spent 
his days at the college and his 
nights with a midtown engine com- 
pany. 

"He walked into my office a week 
later, and I didn't recognize him. 
He looked like he hadn't slept for 
a month. He'd been busy rolling to 
one fire after another. The only 
thing he said to me was, 'I never 
heard so many alarm bolls in my 
life.' " 

Chief Conway then told of a South 
American fire chief's short semes- 
ter: 

"This fellow was really kept busy. 
He rolled to the Empire State build- 
ing the day a plane crashed into it. 
Right after that he had two ship 
fires. This was in addition to the 
* routine runs. He told me he rolled 
on fires he never knew existed." 

Taught Newest Techniques 
Thirty to 40 newly appointed lieu- 
tenants attend a session of officers 
school. They are taught every con- 
ceivable way of scientifically con- 
trolling a fire. Besides, they must 
become familiar with the intricate 
high pressure water mains under 
the -street. 

About once a year an entire fire [ 
company 13 ordered to the company j 
school. Other firemen are assigned 
to its quarters for the day. Acting 
as">'a J ' unit, the company is put j 
through^ 24 basic evolutions in fire ] 
fighting." .The members are timed 
Vend rated- accordingly. Firemen 
'receiving low ratings are recalled 
later for further review.

LINCOLN. NEB. — Results of 
North Carolina state college tests 
'to prove their contention that the i 
'swine is the cleanest, smartest, I 
most respectable animal on the 
farm, are being quoted hereabouts l 
by pork lovers. 

Compared to the chimpanzee, 
brightest of the ape family, the 
porker was a whiz at IQ tests, ac- 
cording to his supporters. He 
learned to match dogs in hunting, 
it was claimed, and only frustrated 
vanity and commonsonse drove 
him to the hog wallow. 

Pigs have no sweat glands, it 
was explained, and the only way 
for them to cool off is to plunge 
into the wallow. No other means 
of cleanliness is provided.

Stops Bullet 

WASHINGTON.— A jacket made 
of plastic and nylon and which will 
stop a revolver bullet at point blank 
range has been developed by the 
army quartermaster corps. 

According to reports on the ef- 
fectiveness of the jacket, a soldier 
wearing it would be knocked down 
by a bullet fired from 15 feet away, 
but the jacket most probably would 
save his life. 

The army pointed out, however. 
that the jncket would not stop a bul- 
let fired from a machine gun or 
rifle because a missile from these 
weapons travels at a much greater 
velocity than a pistol bullet. 

A rifle fired at close range would 
kill whether or not the soldier hit 
was wearing one of the new jack- 
ets: but a soldier protected by such 
jacket would have a chance of be- 
ing saved if hit by a rifle or ma- 
chine turn bullet fired from an ap- 
preciable distance. 

Thick but Light 

Existence of the new jacket was 
disclosed at San Pedro, Calif., re- 
cently by Maj. Gen. V7. H. Middle- 
swart of the quartermaster gen- 
eral's office, and greater detail con- 
cerning the garment has been ob- 
tained from the national military 
establishment. 

The material in the jacket is near- 
ly a quarter inch thick, and it 
weighs seven pounds. A thicker ma- 
terial would of course make the 
jacket more impenetrable, but that 
would make it impractical, since it 
would add too much weight. 

The present jacket, which is not 
a finished product and is still un- 
dergoing development, is heavy 
enough, when it is considered that 
a field overcoat weighs only hatf a 
pound more. 

Rather than bullets from small 
arms like rifles and machine guns, 
the new jacket is designed to stop 
fragments from targe shells, bombs, 
mortars and grenades, and partly 
spent and ricocheted bullets. The 
material is tough and spreads the 
shock of impact over a consider- 
able area of the body. 

Artillery Deadly 
The army ground forces recently 
brought out in a report on battle 
casualties that big artillery guns 
kill the most soldiers, althouch 
rifles and machine guns are the 
most deadly. 

This report, which until recently 
was "classified" and not available 
for publication, showed that multi- 
ple wounds from fragments of shells 
from big guns appear to be the rule 
in battlefield deaths, nr.d that to 
be killed by a shell you usually have 
to bo close to th.p burst. The frag- 
ments lose their lethal velocity at a 
relatively short distance. 

On the other hand, if you are 
close enough to be badly wounded 
by one fragment, you arc likely to 
be struck by many of them. It is in 
such situations that our military 
men feel the new jackets will be 
useful in saving lives.

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British Doctors Believe 
Worrying Makes One Fat 

LONDON.— If you are prone to 
worry about things, you are likely 
to get fat. 

That's the opinion of two British 
doctors. Writing it in the British 
medical journal, two members of 
St, Thomas hospital in London 
cited cases they said upset the 
popular notion that trouble keeps 
you thin. 

Drs. H. J. Shorvon and John 
Richardson told of several women 
who gained weight rapidly after 
severe shocks or worry. 

The doctors said they were treat- 
ing these patients to "relieve their 
mental distress," and not to cut 
their weight. They added they 
could not explain the reaction, and 
suggested the subject needed fur- 
ther study. 



New UN Building to Have 
Elaborate Air-Condition 

NEW YORK.— One of the most 
elaborate air-conditioning svstcms 
ever conccivr-d is to be installed 
in the new United Nations building 
here to let the representatives of 
the 5!' member nations hand-pick 
their own climate. 

The system is expected to be a 
good investment in international 
good will. The air conditioning in 
the present building has been some- 
thing less than satisfactory. French 
and New Zealand delegates have 
been vocally critical of the system 
now in use. 

But. say U.N. officials, all this 
will be ended in the new secretar- 
iat building going up on Manhattan, 
The structure Is to have an air con- 
ditioning system with 4.000 Individ- 
ua! hand controls. 

Virtually every occupant will be 
able, by twisting simple knobs, to 
select exactly the temperature and 
humidity he liked best in his home- 
land. 

The building will be so con- 
structed that occupants of adjoin- 
ing offices can choose widely riif- 
ferent "climates" without interfer- 
ing with each other.
